I just can't believe the MFJ (or any other SWR 
meter) can tell that the impedance it sees is from a base loaded antenna 
instead of something else ... so I'd have to throw out some other wild 
guesses. 


We've talked about the resistance / corrosion theory. You need the power 
of a transmitter to burn through it. Could be happening here. 


Other than that, there's just a couple other things I've heard of that make 
SWR meters go squirrelly. One is unbalanced current on the feed line. It 


would be interesting to see if using a choke balun made any difference. 


The other is having a signal that's got harmonics or spurs on it. Not 
likely in your situation, I reckon.

Paul: Back in March of last year there was a thread on the Elecraft 
reflector about backlighting the K-1. We tried a variety of methods 
and settled on using a pair of 

"ultralight " LEDs from All Electronics. Part # LED-48! 

We mounted these so that they would direct light on each side of the 
display from inside the case. ( Works quiet well )( minimal draw ) 

We wired them in series with a 1200 Ohm resistor. You can pick up 
power from pin 16 of the front panel edge connector and ground on pin 
20 same connector. I've had this mod in my K-1 for some time and have 
used the rig on several weekend outings. Not what you would expect 
compared to factory backlighting but it work well and give a nice 
appearance. Added draw is around 5 ma depending on which LEDs you 
decide to use. I started with a variety from RS and wasn't happy with 
the results. ( Not bright enough )

Being rockbound on 17 meter SSB can be frustrating. Armed with two crystals 
in the 12.9 Mhz range, I was able to VOX may way to about 20 kHz of coverage. 


Then I got ambitious and figured if I got crystals ABOVE the carrier 
oscillator freq instead of below (taking the difference freq instead of the 
sum in the mixer) I'd be able to use higher freq crystals in the hetrodyne 
oscillator -- this would let me get more freq shift per crystal. 


So I ordered two rocks in the 23.3 Mhz freq range. Carrier oscillator 
operates at 5.173 Mhz. 


Built a new oscillator for the new crystals. Played around with the 
inductor value and was able to arrange about 22 kHz of shift. 


The problem is that only one of the rocks seems to work well. The other 
produces significantly lower output. But the worst part is that it seems to 
be oscillating at many different freqs. 


I specified fundamental mode rocks. 
I'm thinking that I just got a bad crystal. 
What do you guys think? Does this sound like a bad rock?

Recently discussions here may have led some to believe that one may be 
plagued with birdies when using various frequency combinations. They may or 
may not be a problem. First it is probably safer to use frequency 
combinations that others have had good luck with. Others have developed 
software to compare different combinations. In many cases there are birdies 
that are audible when the antenna is disconnected but when the antenna is 
connected the increase in background noise will cover it up. Out of band 
birdies are of no consequence nor are those in the SSB or Data portions of a 
CW receiver. 


I had a lot of these concerns when I re-frequencied the NorCal Sierra to use 
all computer crystals. This was called the Georgia Sierra project and the 
only bothersome birdie was that on 28.005 mhz and I seldom even listen 
there. Only once in the construction of a project did I have to change the 
IF frequency (and crystals) to eliminate a birdie in the desired CW portion 
of a band. 


Basically if you have a pile of bargain crystals go ahead and match them up 
and build something. Chances are that it will be fine and if it isn't you 
will learn something. Besides a single band QRP rig is fun to tinker with 
and changing IF & VFO frequencies is not too hard to do. If you worry too 
much about such things you may never build a thing.

I have a tapped aluminum plate sitting on the ground in my yard. It has 60 
SS screws in it for about 10 years now. You might want to use some 
conductive grease like the kind that is used on utility boxes. I guess 
some use aluminum wires from the pole. This will minimize any corrosion 
from causing a high resistance connection. This is the same grease that is 
used on some antenna elements.
